Simking of the Leonora No. 2, 

Between § and 8 o'clock Monday night the 
Leonora No. 2, Madi-on packet, 
was endeavoring to make her wusual 
landing, between Third and Fourth streets. The 
night was very dark, the wind was blowing up 
stream. and the currens at that point was rather 
strong and swf.
